Charles Sterling, Hallam manager, 
asserted the judge was in no danger 
of being overtaken by Schall In re­ 
turns still out. 
He declared Hallam 
will retain his lead of 3,500. 
Floyd Olson and Tom Davis were 
staging a close race for the farmer- 
labor nomination for governor. 
Da­ 
vis had a 2,000 vote lead on Olson 
early today and was gaining steadily 
In country precincts. 
Theodore Christiansen 
continued 
to pile up a margin over the others 
in a large field for the 
republican 
nomination for governor. 
The demonstration 
for 
Magnus 
Johnson, farmer-labor senator from 
Minnesota since last July when he 
succeeded the late Knute Nelson, was 
the outstanding feature of the pri­ 
mary in the eyes of many observers. 
Senator 
Johnson 
polled 
almost 
twice as many votes as any other 
candidate on the ticket. 
He was 
nominated for re-election by a 12 to 
I vote over his nearest 
opponent, 
Michael Ferch, socialist. 
Hjalmer 
Dantes, 
communist, 
received 
only 
half as many votes as Ferch. 
The primary brought out less than 
one-fourth of the possible vote in the 
state. 
The apathy of voters was 
most pronounced and all candidates 
were deeply disappointed. 
The cam­ 
paign contained no issues, but even 
so there was enough divergence of 
policy between the republican candi­ 
dates for senatorial nomination 
to 
warrant a larger primary vote, in the 
opinion of the candidates. 
So far as 
the 
farmer-labor 
was 
concerned, 
there was no issue at all between 
the candidates, with Magnus Jo h n ­ 
son polling close to 150,000 votes.

was nominated for re-election by re­ 
publicans of the Sixth Congressional 
district.

At least, that Is the label on the 
bottle, though now and again one 
has to shake the bottle well to know 
exactly what the contents are. 
Try for instance to buy a republi­ 
can flag—black, red and 
gold 
iii 
Germany. 
The storekeeper looks at 
you in amazement and then stam­ 
mers half apologetically, half 
defi­ 
antly: 
“ We don't carry republican flags 
In stock. 
You see there Isn't much 
demand for them. 
And, then, one 
can’t tell; there might he a revolu­ 
tion and then w* 'd be stocked 
up 
with goods of which we could never 
be rid." 
A bright Idea strikes him, though. 
He can sell 
the 
patron 
material 
wherewith to make such a flag. 
That is how the few republican 
flags in Germany come Into existence. 
The Betty Rosses of the republican 
camp make them, at least the few 
that exist., 
One sees on certain holidays a few 
flags flying from 
the 
government 
buildings in tjio Wllhelmstrasse. But 
otherwise they are rarer than China­ 
men with whiskers. 
The absence of republican flags In 
the new German republic may appear 
trivial In Itself, but It is fairly signi­ 
ficant of the trend of the times. 
Has Hard Sledding 
The republic is having hard sled­ 
ding. 
It may pull through. 
France 
had many ups and clowns before her 
republic 
was 
finally 
established 
firmly. 
But Chore Is a swing toward re ac­ 
tion and toward monarchism that is 
constantly becoming more and more 
apparent. 
Tile “ D e ta c h e r Tag’’ in 
Halle was a sample of the movement. 
This was scarcely e nded before the 
monarchist* sought to have new cele­ 
brations in Berlin and 
elsewhere, 
though they encountered government 
prohibitions. 
This means little. 
Germany will 
have more suck days before the sum­ 
mer la out, In all probability. 
The Crown Prince and Crown Prin­ 
cess are given ovations when they 
appear outside of Gels. 
Ludendorff, 
the beer-cellar Putschlat, is a hero to 
an amazingly large number of his 
countrymen. 
Monarchist papers re 
ported, with Indignation, 
that 
the 
Crown Prince's son appeared at the 
Halls “ Deutscher Tag” but amazing 
ly kept himself in the background.

(United Press Htaff Correspondent) 
Berlin, June 18.— Germany is still 
a republic. 
At least, that is the label on the 
bottle, though now and again one 
has to shake the bottle well to know 
exactly w hat the contents are. 
Try for instance to buy a republi­ 
can flag— black, rad and 
gold—in 
Germany. 
The storekeeper looks at 
you in amazement and then stam 
mere half apologetically, half 
defi­ 
antly: 
"W e don’t carry republican flags 
in stock. 
You see there isn’t much 
demand for them. 
And, then, one 
can’t tell; there might be a revolu­ 
tion and then we’d be stocked 
up 
with goods of which we could never 
be rid." 
A bright idea strikes him, though. 
He can sell 
the 
patron 
material 
wherewith to make such a flag. 
T hat is how tho few republican 
flags in Germany come into existence. 
The Betty Rosses of the republican 
camp make them, at least the few 
that exist. 
One sees on certain holidays a few 
flags flying from 
the 
government 
buildings in tjie Wilhelmstrasse. But 
otherwise they are rarer than China­ 
men with whiskers. 
The absence of republican flags in 
the new German republic may appear 
trivial in itself, but It is fairly signi­ 
ficant of the trend of the times. 
Has Hard Sledding 
The republic is having hard sled­ 
ding. 
It may pull through. 
France 
had many ups and downs before her 
republic 
was 
finally 
established 
firmly. 
But there is a swing toward re ac­ 
tion and toward monarchism that is 
constantly becoming more and more 
apparent. 
The "Deutscher Tag" in 
Halle was a sample of the movement. 
This was scarcely ended before the 
monarchists sought to have new cele­ 
brations in Berlin and 
elsewhere, 
though they encountered government 
prohibitions. 
This means little. 
Germany will 
have more such days before the sum­ 
mer is out, In all probability.

dow which these ponds of crude oil 
produce. 
If, when the sun Is shining 
brightly, a person stands so that ids 
shadow falls across the surface of the 
petroleum, a very remarkable thing 
happens. Should the Individual change 
his place, strange to say, the lirsl 
shadow remains on the oil, while tilt 
person casts a second shadow from hi* 
new position. 
The longer the Individ 
vial lins been standing by Hie oil pond, 
the longer will the original shadow 
remain. 
Tile explanation of the mys­ 
tery is simple: 
Under the Influence 
of the hot sun, gas Is freely produced 
In the crude oil. This rises to the sur­ 
face In the form of millions of bubbles 
fur too minute to he noticed by the 
human eye. 
When a shadow is cast 
over the surface of the petroleum the 
tem perature Is reduced, and fids lifts 
the effect of checking the production 
of bubbles. 
The result Is that tin 
shaded area looks different from the 
part which is exposed to the sun. Now 
when tile person moves, the tempera 
tore of the oil which bus been shielded 
from Hie sun does not at once get 
back to Its former warmth. 
It takes 
a little time to heat, and, until this 
actually happens, the shadow effect 
persists, giving the curious appearance 
which lias been described.—Literarj 
Digest.
